Unlawful Deposit Laid 
to Late New Jersey 
Official Who Admit- 
ted Embezzlement.

TRENTON, N.J., June 15 — 
The late former Gov. Harold G. 
Hoffman of New Jersey, exposed 
by his daughter shortly after his 
death June 4 as the embezzler 
of $300,000 from the South Am- 
boy Trust Co., today was formal- 
ly accused of having unlawfully 
deposited that amount of state 
funds in the bank of which he 
was president. 
A report prepared for Gov. 
Robert B. Meyner by state in- 
vestigators set forth that Hoff- 
man made the $300,000 deposit 
in a non-interest paying account 
out of funds he controlled as 
state director of the Division of 
Employment Security.

The pre- 
cise status of the account will 
not be known until the current 
audit is completed, he added.

SCIENTISTS FIND 
AFRICAN BREW 
IS ANTI-TB DRUG 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af- 
rica, June 15 (AP) — Scientists 
investigating a fermented milk 
concoction brewed by South 
African natives believe they 
have stumbled on a new anti- 
biotic to fight tuberculosis. 

The South African Council 
for Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search said a group of scientists 
became curious as to why na- 
tives here are virtually immune 
to the tuberculosis so prevalent 
among local cattle. 

The experimenters infected 
milk with human and bovine tu- 
berculosis germs and fermented 
it. They found the germs were 
killed by organisms in the fer- 
me liquid. 

A crude serum made from 


almost as effective as strepto- 
mycin. when used on infected 
animals. 

Specimens of the organisms 
have been sent to an American 
laboratory for further research, 
the council said.

GENEVA, June 15 (AP)—The 
Korean phase of the Geneva 
conference came to an end to- 
day despite a last-minute Com- 
munist maneuver to keep th 
talks going. 

After seven weeks of fruit- 
less negotiations, the 16 coun- 
tries which fought for the Unit- 
ed Nations in Korea declared 
they were breaking off the con- 
ference without further discus- 
sions. 

The conference on Indochina 
also apptared to be heading for 
a breakup by the end of the 
week, but at least one or two 
more meetings on this issue 
were expected. 

The 16 nations expressed re- 
gret over the. failure of the Ko- 
rean negotiations but declared 
it would be useless to continue 
the conference longer. 

Allied Declaration. 

The declaration said the non- 
Communist countries had made 
every effort to settle the prab-

LEXINGTON, Va., June 15 
(AP)—Gen, Nathan F. Twining 
said today the United States 
may be forced to step up its 


military preparedness effort be- 


cause of the Soviet drive to 
overcome American superiority 
in atomic weapons. 

Gen. Twining, the Air Force 
chief of staff, said it seemed 
“futile to maintain that the most 
powerful weapons would not be 
used in an ultimate test of 
strength between the nations 
that possess them.” 

In remarks prepared for com- 
mencement exertises of the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute, Twining 
indicated clearly that he was re- 
ferring to aircraft, particularly 
long-range jet bombers, when 
he said he foresaw the possi- 
bility of increased military pre- 
paredness by the United States.

No wonder the majority members of the Sen- 
ate investigating subcommittee voted three 
weeks ago to. eliminate Francis P. Carr as & 
principal in the McCarthy-vs.the-Army battle 
and hoped to eliminate him as a witness.

Forget Pearl Harbor? 


Do history textbooks sometimes keep alive 


- hatreds which otherwise would gradually cool? 


A young Texan, Bruce Meador, believes they do. 

Mr. Meador, who remembers the Alamo as 
well as anyone, wishes his fellow-Texans would 
forget about it a little. As the same time he 
wishes his Mexican neighbors would, forget a 
little about the Battle of Chapultepec, where 
child cadets died defending their military school 
against Gen. Winfield Scott's expeditionary 
forces in Mexico City.

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A Threat to the Pocketbook 


Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg's bill to do 
away with the Board of Adjustment represents 
a serious threat to St. Louis's comprehensive 
zoning ordinance.

The Board ofs Adjustment hears appeals from 
citizens who disagree with decisions of the Build- 
ing Commissioner on zoning matters.

Congress should go slow in cutting off any aid 
to France, and our diplomacy should avoid ex- 
treme pressure tactics against France's weakly- 
based governments. But it is high time also for 
the French to take another look at their foot- 
dragging course. They are of the West, yes—al- 
most its cultural keystone. They should be in its 
grand alliance; but they can't be on their own 
peculiar terms. The handwriting is on the wall 
in Washington, and Paris had better read it.

Mr. Young now is pledged to become dollar-a- 
year board chairman and power behind the 
throttle of a 10,000-mile railroad serving 11 
states and valued at two ahd a half billions. 

The struggle for control was marked by torrid 
phrases and strong advertisements. The panoply 
of modern public relations replaced the stock- 
printing skulduggery of the great Nineteenth 
century railroad battles, But this new and equal- 
ly remarkable financial argument is not exactly 
ended even now. For Mr. Young has promised 
much for the New York Central, and the old 
management has challenged him at every point. 

He said he would offer faster, more economic- 
al passenger service with such lighter limiteds 
as “Train X.“ which has remained experimental 
for several long years, He talked of new solid 
sealed bearings for freight cars, changing pace

Free World nations have lived in dread of American business 
recession yet, bank bulletin says, that recession is now a reality 
with only limited effects abroad; predictions have gone haywire;: 
cites reasons for sounder economies and currencies in Europe.

For more than a year the countries 
of the Free World have lived in dread 
of a business recession in the United 
States. 

Because of the im nee of this 
country in world markets, and memo- 
ries of what happened in 1929, 1937, 
and 1949, the peoples of other countries 
have taken it almost for granted that 


even a mild slump here would have 


calamitous effects upon their econo- 
mies. 

The experience of 1949 was particu- 
larly frightening. At that time a mere 
leveling off in the rise of the United 
States national product and drop of 10 
per cent in industrial production was 
enough to cause severe economic quakes 
abroad, 

This fear of an American setback 
has been one of the factors delaying 
the lowering of trade barriers anti resto- 
ration of currency convertibility. Other 
countries have been reluctant to take 


chances in the face of their apprehen- 


sions of ‘a new dollar crisis” stemming 
from an American slump. 

Today the American business réces- 
sion so widely feared abroad has be- 
come a reality. The rise in the United 
States national product has not only 
leveled off, but -slip a little, and 
the industrial prod n index is down 
about 10 per 2 from the peak. Amer 


ican imports during the first quarter 
of this year were off about 10 per cent 
from the first quarter of last year—

That was two points higher 
than production in April, when 
the index stood at 123, also ad- 
justed seasonally. — 

Without seasonal 3 
there was no change from A 
to May. But a reserve 
spokesman said a production de- 
cline of about 1 per cent woul 
normally take place from Aprt 
to May. Since there was no de- 
cline, production moved up rela- 
tively. Seasonal adjustment 
takes account of the yearly pat- 
tern of swings in business an 
of such factors as differences in 
the number of working days and 
of holidays. 

Seasonally adjusted produc- 
tion had remained unchanged 
from March to April. The May 
upturn thus came after a two 
months’ leveling off process 
which broke an eight-month pro- 
duction downtrend. 

In May 1953, the reserve 
board’s production index hit a 
record peak of 137 per cent of 
the 1947-49 average. Produc~ 
tion slipped off to 136 the fol- 
lowing month and returned to 
137 in July. Then, through 
March, it declined steadily. It 
now stands 12 points, or about 
9 per cent, under the peaks of 
May and July last year. 

Small Gains in 3 Fields. 

The board attributed the May 
upturn to small gains in all 
three major industrial fields— 
production of durable and non- 
durable goods and of minerals.

BUT THE DIFFERENCE in the human re- 
habilitation factor is clear to even the most cas- 
ual visitor.

The problem of unemployment is. greater in 
the Allied sector, of course, the chief reason 
being that 305,737 refugees poured across from 
the East in 1953, some 37,410 more in the first 
four months of this year. 

Whether they come in quest of food or the 
political and spiritual nourishment of a freer 
world, they do come. Despite this flood of ref- 
ugees, the Western sector authorities have cut 
their total of unemployed from 300,000 down to 
197,000. Each year Western Berlin is living more 
on its own efforts, less on the cuff of help from 
the Allies and the federal German republic.

% HERE is always a special pleasure in reading @ book 
written by an old friend, One recognizes turns of ex-

Students and educa- 
tors will find the information thus summarized and readily 
accessible an invaluable aid.

But education with revived and enlightened ethical and 


religious patterns may provide us the leadership that shall

How to Make a Scribed Joint. 


HE life of anyone who does 

odd jobs about the hduse is 

not always the happiest and 
it's probably the least happy 
when it’s necessary to fit a piece 
of something to an irregular, 
surface. 

This situation comes up all the 
time on jobs like fitting linoleuim 
around the base of door trim, 
molding to a plastered ceiling or 
a board to briek or stonework. 
To get the piece of whatever it 
is to fit tightly is done with a 
scribed joint and here is the 
way to go about it. 

Suppose you want to fit the 


edge of a board to make a tight 


joint with some irregular stone 
work. First set the board a dis- 
tance from the stone but be sure 
that the board and the stone 
wall are parallel to each other. 
Now take a set of dividers and 
set them to the — that the 
board and apart. 
Hold the dividers at right angles 
to the joint with one leg resting 
on the stonework and the leg 
with the pencil on the board. As 
you draw the dividers along the 
length of the stonework, the 
marking leg which is on the 
board will register exactly the 
irregular pattern on the board. 
You must be sure, however, to 
keep the dividers at right angle 
to the joint ali the time. If you 
move them one way or another 
you won't get a true marking. 
Once the joint has been 
scribed you can go ahead and cut 
the board. it’s a good day it 
will fit perfe y. If it’s a bad 


day you may have to use a rasp 
to clean up a few bad spots.
